US. offics climbs dow: 
on Arab boycott

WASHINGTON. — The B'nai B'rith 
Anti-Defamation League (ADL) has 
decided to drop its law suit against 
the U.S. Commerce Department and 
its Secretary, Rogers Morton, fol- 
lowing changes in the department's 
policy on the Arab’ boycott. The 
ADL filed the suit last September. 


The Jerusalem Post learns that 
the Commerce Department will an- 
nounce next week that It will no 
longer disseminate or make avail- 
able for inspection any Arab offers 
to do business with American com- 
panies based on a condition of 
compliance with the boycott against 
Israel. 


Until now the Commerce Depart- 
Ment has accepted Arab business 
tenders that included boycott res- 
triction clauses, and circulated them 
among the U.S. business commun- 
ity. The department had claimed 
that American business would suf- 
fer severely if these opportunities 
were not made available. This was 
done despite. the fact that Ameri- 
can policy has opposed the boycott 
officially since the mid-1960s. 

There were reports yesterday that 
the Commerce Department and Se- 
cretary Morton agreed to the change 
in policy earlier this month, but 
the State Department had asked 
that the announcement be delayed 
until after President Sadat returned 
to Cairo.

There were no swooning bobby-

— its stage set with silver strands 
that glimmered in the red and 
blue spotlights, and flower bouquets 
that cascaded from the balcony — 
was dressed up as it rarely had 
been before. 

The 59-year-old Sinatra coughed 
occasionally between the numbers, 
but showed only residual effect of 
the sinus attack which prevented 
him from leaving his hotel room, 
even for a rehearsal. 

He was accompanied’ by his own 


14-piece brass band and the 18- 
piece Netanya String Orchestra, 
who rehearsed together at a furious 
pace during the day. He belted out, 


almost effortlessly, the hits that © 


made him famous and rich — “Old 
Man River,” “The Sunshine of My 
Life,” “I did It My Way," “Some- 
thing in the Way She Moves," and 
others. 

“Shalom, shalom, lehayim,” he 
told the audience, taking a break 
for a moment with a glass of 
whiskey to warm his throat. “I 
wish you a million times more 
wonderful things than what I have 
had in my own Hfetime. I wish 
you sweet dreams and peace in 
your lifetime.” 

Sinatra quipped that the last 
‘time he was here — in 1962 — he 
toured the country “in three hours 
with the help of 14 taxi drivers.

Army induction orders 
for aliya applicants

TEL AVIV. — There is fear that 
yet another young aliya applicant 
in the USSR has been arrested for 
refusing to serve in the Soviet 
Army, it was learned here yester- 
day. He ;is Boris Levitas of Kiev. 

Only a few days ago Alexander 
Silnitzki of Krasnodar was sen- 
temced to three years’ imprison- 
ment for ignoring his call-up or- 
ders. Several months ago similar 
sentences were meted out to activ- 
ists Anatoly Malkin and Ya'acov 
Vinarov. 

‘Military induction orders have 
become a favourite Soviet ploy for 
deterring young Jewish men from’ 
even applying for exit permits, 
Jewish activist sources say. Im- 
Mediately after applications for 
aliya*are submitted, military cail- 
up orders are issued, even in cases 
where the applicant is past ser- 
vice age or hag previously been 
exempted for medical reasons, 


Many applicants refuse to serve 
in the Red Army, arguing that 
they do not any longer consider 
themselves Soviet citizens and that 
they are willing to do military 
service only in Israel, Service in 
the Soviet Army can often delay 
an applicant’s departure for an 
indefinite number of years, since 
after his discharge the Soviet 
authorities then use another of 
their pretexts ‘that the veteran had 
access to secret information. 

In the past, refusals to do mi- 
lUtary service were either ignored 
or punished very lightly. Recent 
cases, however, point to a change 
in this policy that is causing great 
anxiety among aliya circles here. 

Levitas had been threatened with 


.the military call-up soon after he 


applied to go to Israel. Several 
days ago he disappeared, and his 
relatives fear that he has been 
arrested by the secret police, pos. 
sibly.to stand trial on the charge 
of refusing to serve in the army. 


Show-cause order on 
Natad § tax-exemption 


The High Court of Justice yea- 
terday gave Finance Minister Yeho- 
shua Rabinowitz 30 days in which 
to show cavse why capital-gains 
tax should not be levied against 
profits made in selling Natad dol- 
The Court issued the order, in 
response to an application by Ran 
Cohen and Yair Zaban of the 
Moked Party faction in the Hista- 
drut. 

(Natad dollars arise mainly from 
the restitution payments made in 
foreign currency to victims of Nazi 
persecution. Recipients must keep 
the greater part of such payments 
on deposit here, but a part they 
are free’ to invest.in foreign ‘securi- 
ties or 8611 as "foreign curténcy to 
other Israelis. However the latter 
must pay more than the official 


Israel-pound exchange rate when 
they buy Natad, to prevent too 
great a flow into foreign currency.) 

On November 4, Income Tax 
Commissioner Yitzhak Mann, sent 
a jetter to the Association of Banks 
informing them that, in keeping 
with the reform of the income tax 
law, all profits resulting from sales 
.of Natad dollars were to be taxed 
as of the date of the letter. 

However, on the following day 
Mr. Rabinowitz cancelled the order. 
The Moked applicants said yester- 
day that he had exceeded his autho- 
rity in so doing and thus violated 
the law, which they said contained 
no reference to tax exemption of 
Natad dollars.

Hear, my sons, the instruction of your fathers, and forget not the sufferings 
of your mothers in the incinerators of Auschwitz, Treblinka, Belzyce Maj- 
danek, Sobibor, and the other camps. Heaven forbid, Jewish brothers, sons 
of the victims of the Nazis, that you should forget the instruction of your 
fathers and of your fathers’ fathers, and the testament they left you before 
they died. Remember the torturing of your parents in the extermination 
camps, where they breathed their last in the gas chambers of Nazi Germany. 

Let not the ernment of Israei establish normal diplomatic relations 
between the people of Germany and the Jewish people in this generation, 
while the German murderers and the Jews who suffered the to: are 


alive. 

How many mothers, in the gas chambers of Auschwitz, Treblinka and 
other extermination camps, before reciting Shma Wisrael, whispered an 
instruction to their sons who were left alive: Do not put aside too readily 
the memory of my agony, of your own agony; the modest sums you receive 
as a “hand-out” were taken by force from the Jewish people — your parents 
and relations. 

Do not forgive the German people its deeds, for the sake of the few 
thousand marks they have sent you. You who lived through the period of 
the Nazis, who survived Hitler, and who now wish to receive some small 
part of the Jewish property seized by the German Nazis, make your ap- 
Plication with dignity and national pride; do not fawn before the German 
people. Convince them that the German people stole a thousand milliard dollars 
from the Jewish people in Hurope, that the German people should return at least 
10% of the value stolen Let not the younger generation of Germans make the 
excuse that they were young chiktren during the Hitler period, that they should 
not today be held Sete ur Barene the acts of genocide perpetrated by their 


parents against the Jews of 3 
The generation of young Germans benefits every day from the results of 
the rapine and murder perpetrated by their parents, or from the property 
faken from Jews and given officially to the families of Germans fighting in 
6 war. 


The Jewish people was reduced to poverty by the Hitler war, and lost 


millions of its sons by murder. 

Woe unto the Jewish people if they ask the German people — the people 
that destroyed a third of the J nation, including our parents and 
relatives — to support the Jewish people, the lives of whose sons have been 
saddened by the acts of the Nazis. 

We in Israel, with our sons, number about a million persons suffering direct- 
ly or, indirectly from acts of the German Nazis. It is our duty to carry 
out the last testament of our murdered parents — not to forget, not to make 
peace, at least in this generation, not to enter discussions on the normalizing 
of diplomatic relations between the two countries.

And here we are, just 30 years 
later, already talking about normal relations between Israel] and Germany, 
and wanting to forget and draw a line under a tragic past that, in our 
eyes, was only yesterday.

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Rabin warns 
on Jaguar 
sale to Cairo 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON. — Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin said on Wednesday that 
he did mot see how the reported 
Anglo-French sale of arms, especial- 
ly Jaguar strike airctaft to Egypt, 
eculd not have but adverse con- 
sequences. 

Interviewed on the Independent 
Television News, he said, “it would 
certainly pe a move away from 
peace.”

All 
sentences were suspended, the court 
announced. ᾿ 

Countess Eleonora Rossigneni, a 
niece of the late Pope, had filed 
criminal libel charges against the 
three after the showing in Italy of 
the film “Massacre in Rome," based 
cn Katz's book “Death in Rome.” 
In the book and screenplay Katz 
contends that Pope Pius did not 
do all he could to prevent the slay. 
ing of the civilians, who were cap- 
tured in reprisal for the Italian 
partisan killings of 35 German 
soldiers in Rome. 

The prosecutor, who sought a 16- 
month jail sentence for Katz, said 
the book “was a superficial critique 
not based on any reliable element.” 

Katz, Ponti and PanV Cosmatos de- 
nied that the book was an “ignoble 
denigration" of the pontiff. 

The trial lasted 21 months.

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Mass-murder accused say witness is biased 


A ‘MACABRE OBJECTION’ 


DUESSELDORF (Reuter). 
Lawyers defending i6 former 
Nazi death camp warders on 
mass murder charges demanded 
the removal of a state witness 
yesterday, arguing that his 
work with Jewish professors 
could make him biased. 

The defendants include Hermann 
Hackmann, 62, World War IE com- 
mandant for 14 months of Maida- 
nek Camp in Poland, and six wo- 
men, one of them the 56-year-old 
Mrs. Hermine Ryan, who was ex- 
tradited from the U.S. te stand 
trial. 

The lawyers demanded removal 
from the list of witnesses of his- 
torian Wolfgang Scheffler, called 
to testify because of his specialist 
knowledge of the Nazi era. The 
defence said he had worked in the 
past with Jewish professors Ernst 
Fraenkel and Aifred Wiener as 
well as “several other scientists 
with Jewish-sounding names.” 

Frofessor Fraenkel, who studied 
in Chicago during the Nazi pe- 
riod. is now a teacher of political 
sciences at the West Berlin Free 
university. 

Toe trial which opened on Wed- 
nesday, could be the last mass 
war murder trial in West Germany. 
The court postponed reading of the 


indictment yesterday pending a de- 
cision next week on the defence 
motion. The accused are alleged to 
be responsible for the murder of at 
least 250,000 men, women and child- 
ren, most of them Jews. 

Polish and Soviet estimates put 
the death toll at Maldanek at over 
one million. 

The 46-year old Dr. Scheffler is 
the author of a book titled “Jew- 
ish persecution m the Third Reich” 
and was historical adviser to the 
West German delegation at the trial 
of Eichmann in Jerusalem. 

Be said from his home in Berlin, 
after returning from the trial, that 
the defence objections were “ma. 
calire.” 

It is “a macabre joke that they 
should accuse me of being influenced 
by Jewish historians just because 
I studied under one 20 years ago. 

“As for Professor Wiener, he is 
the founder of the famous Wiener 
Library in London which I used for 
reference books. He died in 1963.” 

Dr. Scheffler, who was born in 
Leipzig of non-Jewish parents, is an 
acknowledged specialist on the Nazi 
period. He has given expert testi- 
mony in about 30 Nazi crimes trials, 
including the Treblinka and Sobivor 
Concentration Camp trials.

world body itself.” 

Mr. Palme said that “Sweden 
must carefully review whether we 
shall continue to participate in the 
activities within the framework on 
the UN declared decade of battle 
against racial discrimination. There 
are other areas where we actively 
can continue to support the fight 
against colonialism and racial op- 
pression,” Palme stated in answer- 
ing questions put by deputies from 
the four major parties in parlia- 
ment but not the small Communist 
Party.

Change of priorities necessary: 
productivity must come first 


Tr IS ALREADY evident that the 
three-year wage freeze will end 
next month. But the National 
Budget for 2976 plans ἃ reduction 
in Hving standards. No matter, 
the unions must gain something 
for thelr membership. 

‘This contradiction between the 
situation which faces the whole 
«which ig one thing) and the con- 
duct of the component parts 
(which is another) has caused a 
jot of head-scratching. How to 
raise wages and lower consump- 
tion at one and the same time? 

Last week three non- 
Government organizations came 
out quite separately with a 
revolutionary proposal. They are 
the Manufacturers Association, 
the Independent Liberal Party 
(ILP), and Shinul, Their sugges- 
tion Is to increase wages only of 
production workers, and only asa 
reward for production. 

This initiative is unusual, 
suggesting (as Knesset member 
Yehuda Sha‘ari stated last Sun- 
day) that a red light — red for 
danger — is glowing. The 
Manufacturers Association 
proposes that the only people in 
the country to grant a wage rise 
should be — its own membership. 

Political partics always preach 
self-denial, but never actually 
impose It on anybody, This time 
two small factions (possibly the 
two least bound by dogma) 
declare out aloud that wages 
should be frozen throughout the 
public service. 

Economic emergency 

All three groups recommend 
the proclamation of an Economic 
Emergency — Shinui saya for 
three years, the manufacturers 
say four. There should be a cease- 
fire in labour disputes — the ILP 
says for two years. Shinul (whose 
policy statement is regrettably 
vague) believes that ‘the present 
freedom of action, verging on 
anarchy... shall be limited by 
law," a phrase which can mean 
anything, but probably includes a 
ban on illegal strikes, 

Shinul wants everybody to 
work a full eight-hour day like the 
industrial sector; and so do the 
manufacturers. Their president, 
Avraham Shavit, made that point 
to The Jerusalem Post in plain 
staccato terms. Speaking of the 
shorter summer hours enjoyed 
by civil servants and other ser- 


" viee branches, he recalled that 
the origins of the practice fay in 
Britain's colonial administration. 
“During the hot season in 
tropical countries, the white man 
could only work moruings, 
though the ‘native’ could work ali 
day. 

“Well,’ ‘Buma’ Shavit 

declares, ‘we in the factories do 

not Intend to act as natives for the 
services." 

Factory tabour does ἃ 47-hour 
week. So should everybody else. 
Teachers instruct for 26 hours a 
week; that should be raised to 30. 
Professors lecture for elght 
hours: they should contribute 
more, even at the expense of time 
given to research. ‘The country 
cannot afford to build more 
schools. Teaching will have to be 
done in shifts," he warns somber- 
ty. 


Reward for work 


The accent, for once (says 
Shavit) has to be on what people 
put into the national kitty, not 
what they take out of it. Reward 
should be more for hard work, 
skill and efficiency, less for age, 
seniority and the predilections of 
workers’ committces. 

Production, In fact, ig all: 
everything else must be surbor- 
dinate. at least until Israel can 
pay ita way. More blue-collar, 
shop-floor workers are needed, at 
the expense of those who lean on 
desks. 

Today, offlees are spruce, fac- 
tories ugly. So the factories 
should be painted up, and air- 
conditioned: the grounds should 
be planted with a garden; elegant 
canteens should be installed, and 
snow-white washrooms. 

Big towns are luxurious, 
development areas shabby — yet 
the development areas arc the 
seed-bed of the country's in- 
dustries. They should be 
equipped with Tsahalas, Afekas 
and Savyons. The present peck- 
ing order has to be reversed. It 
must become more respectable 
to be a pel than a pakid ta 
labourer than a clerk), It should 
be just as honourable to live in 
Hatzor as in Herzliya.

Work on Hadera power station 
still blocked by land dispute

HAIFA, — The Electric Corporation 
management is negotiating with the 
Caesarea Development Company for 
approval to start building the foun- 
dations of the new Hadera power sta- 
tion. Work cannot proceed pending 
the completion of the arbitration on 
the price the Corporation is to pay for 
wes ever 1,000 dunams of land for the 

The Corporation had offered ΤῸ ὅσω. 
a3 a fair price, while the Develop- 
ment Company demanded I145m. to 
Include compensation for the fall in 
the value of adjoining lands. The dis- 
pute was submitted by the two par- 
ties for arbitration by Pinhas Sapir, 
but he died two days before he was 
due to hand down his ruling. It is not 
known whet his decision was — or 
even if he completed it. 

Since then, the two parties have 
been considering whether Mr, Sapir's 
culing is legally acceptable or 
whether a new arbitration is called 


for. 

Meanwhile, under the terms of the 
arbitration, the Corporation has been 
able to proceed with the infrastruc- 
ture work on the site. But it must soon 
start on the foundations in order to 
keep to its timetable, the Corporation 
spokesman told The Post this week. 

‘The station, which is to have dual- 
purpose bollers, to be fired either by 
fuel ofl or coal, ia to have four 
generating units of 350 megawatt 
capacity each. The first of them is to 
be ready for operation within three 
years, to keep up with the demand for 
power. The Corporation hopes that 
the Caesarea Company will approve 
the start of work, without prejudice 
to the arbitration, in order not to 
delay the completion of the plant. 

The spokesman said that the bids 
put in by three large American elec- 
trical .manufacturers for the first 
nuclear power plant to be bullt by the 
Corporation are now under con- 
sideration, and a decision is to be 
made in January. 


Gov’t warned of destruction 
of the building sector

TEL AVIV. — The possibility of sub- 
stantial unemployment in the 
building sector of the economy as a 
result of cuts in the Housing 
Ministry's budget could iead to the 
destruction of this vita] sector, ac- 
cording to Yiga) Weinstein, Director- 
General of Rassco. He wag presen- 
ting the company’s balance sheet to 
reporters on Wednesday. 

In discussing the economy as a 
whole, Mr. Weinstein said it was 
goubtful whether Israel could gain 
economic independence by dealing 
with the problems facing the country 
in stages. Too frequently, one step 
tends to cancel out another. He 
pointed to the government's 
“creeping™ devaluations as negating 
its plans to encourage investment. 


What was necessary was an exten- 
sive, continuous economic pian, he 
sald. 


Mr. Weinstein called for the es- 
tablishment of an overall council to 
coordinate the resources now 
budgeted for building by various 
authorities. This central authority 
could more rationally exploit these 
funds which are substantial despite 
cutbacks in recent months. 

Rassco's net profits this year, Mr. 
Weinstein said, are 1L35.3m., an in- 
crease of 40 per cent over last year's 
1L25.3m. This was achieved, he said, 
through a policy of liquidity which 
allowed the company to vary its ac- 
tivities as the occasion and 
economics dictated.

Ports will need 
800 fewer men 
by 1980

TEL AVIV. — During the past six 
months there has been an increase in 
the use of containers in all Israeli 
ports, and today 35 per cent of all ex- 
ports of general cargo are dispatch- 
ed in containers, Yoav Yassour, the 
new chief of personnel at the Port 
Authority, told the press here on 
Wednesday. 

Because of this increase in con- 
talner cargoes, by 1980 some 800 
fewer workers would be needed in 
the ports, he said. During the next 
five years, no new workers would be 
hired, and workers would 
have to be retrained or retired on 
early pension. 

The elimination of these 800 jobs 
would save the Port Authority about 
TL50m. a year, he added.

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Syria’s UNDOF gambit 


EVEN Dr. Kissinger appears to have been taken aback by 
the depth of Syria's extremism and its hostility toward Sadat’s 
Egypt for the interim accord which Egypt concluded with 
Israel. 


Since that accord was signed, in early September, the 
U.S. has made active efforts to initiate a similar negotiation 
between Syria and Israel. But Syria's dogged assertions that 
it would not move without progress on the Palestinian-PLO 
issue, at first dismissed, turned out to be iron-clad. 


Tt remains to be seen to what extent Syria’s present hard- 
line position is a tactic, designed to extract maximum ad- 
vantage from the Soviet Union, 8 tactic amenable to soften- 
ing at some future time. 


Syria's aim, for the present, is to take up the Palestinian 
banner, decry the Egyptians as traitors, and thereby wrest 
the leadership of the Arab world from Cairo's traditional 
grasp. The UNDOF renewal date has provided President Assad 
with a convenient opportunity to dramatize his position, using 
the Security Council as his platform. 


But all these are Syrian calculations, based on a Syrian 
perception of Syrian interests. They have nothing to do with 
the essence of the Golan disengagement and the UNDOF role. 


Israel's position hes been clear: the disengagement and the 
UNDOF mandate stand alone, an independent entity, uncon- 
nected with Syria's broader policies or pretensions. They can 
either be preserved — if both sides wish them to be preserved 
— or they can crumble, if either side links their continued 
existence to its extraneous designs. 


Assad's contention that disengagement was merely a first 
step, and renewal of the UNDOF mandate must be linked to 
guarantees of further progress, is a sham, and should be ex- 
posed as such. The step-by-step policy in Sinai and on the 
Golan was an interwoven retwork. The disengagements on the 
two fronts paved the wey for the interim accord between Is- 
rael and Egypt, an accord which, despite disappointments, we 
still hope will prove a major turning point, a chance for peace 
to take root. 


The accord was made possible because the two sides wanted 
it and were prepared to make concessions to achieve it. If no 
progress beyond the disengagement has been possible on the 
Golan, it is because Syria has maintained obdurate positions. 


Assad sets himself up as the champion of the Palestinians, 
linking Syria's fate to theirs. Israel does not deny or ignore 
the Palestinian problem, and recognizes it must be incorporated 
~in overall peace negotiations. 


But the question is — negotiations with whom? Assad’s 
attempt to use the UNDOF mandate renewal and the Security 
Council as a lever to force Israel to negotiate with those who 
do not recognize it and wish to destroy it is a formula that 
ean only block negotiations.

THE CONCEPT of home rule for 
the West Bank was first voiced 
immediately after the Six Day 
War but was then thought to be 
premature. Now, following 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres‘ 
recent speech in Belt Jalla, it 
appears that it may begin to be 
translated into positive action. 

In the Middle East perhaps 
more than elsewhere in the 
world, the success of political 
overtures depends on their tim- 
ing. The opportunity for a 
dialogue on the future of the 
Palestinians virtually dis- 
appeared some time before the 
Yom Kippur War. It has now re-- 
surfaced, but may not last in- 
definitely. 

It is therefore vital to try im- 
mediately to establish a serious 
dialogue with the Palestinians, 
separately or jointly with the 
Jordanian monarchy, with the 
aim of achieving a movement 
towards political co-existence 
and thus ultimate peace. If we 
continue to procrastinate, there 
will be an increasing danger of 
the Great Powers intervening 
and attempting to force a settle- 
ment which would probably be 
less advantageous to Israel. 

King Hussein's prestige within 
the Arab world has revived dur- 
ing the past few months. And 
though he has improved his 
relations with Syria, he has not 
so far agreed to the repeated 
Syrian suggestion for a joint 
Eastern command. 

The terrorist organizations, 
whose political achievements 
have been negligible since the 
Rabat Summit and Arafat's 
appearance at the UN last year, 
are today striving — with some 
success — for a position in the 
Lebanese Republic, which 
seems to be on the brink of dis- 
solution. As far as their former 
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Palestinian dialogue— : 
time running out — 


powerful political influence over 
the Palestinians themselves is 
concerned, this has visibly con- 
tracted since the Israel- 
Egyptian interim accord. If at 
the beginning of this year, the 
people of the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip identified with the 
PLO (when it was obviously ab- 
surd to attempt to develop a 


dialogue with them), today their: 


stand appears to be much more 
moderate. This was revealed in 
the local elections at the end of 
October and is clearly sensed by 
Israelis who have maintained 
social ties with Palestinian 
friends over the years. 


MORE THAN 100 MONTHS 
have passed since the majority 
of the Palestinians came under 
Israeli rule. It will be hard to ex- 
plain to posterity why during 
this fairly long period no serious 
dialogue was begun with the 
Palestinian leadership. The 
history of Zionism and of the 
State of israel provides many 
examples of enormous achieve- 
ment during similar stretches of 
time — for instance, during the 
period between the Balfour 
Declaration of November 1917 
to the opening of the Hebrew 
University in 1925; ‘or from the 
establishment of the State in 1948 
until 1956. Yet over the past 100 
months, successive gov- 
ernments in office have 
avoided a thorough review of 
what Israel's relationship with 
the Palestinians should be. 


‘CLOCKWORK’ UN COMMITTEE 


To the Editar of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Your report of November 16 
of the Zionist Federation press con- 
ference in the House of Commons 
about the U.N. resolution on Zionism 
was marred by a headline which in 
no way reflected the serious 
questions and issues raised and dis- 
cussed. 

Ihave made no secret of my anxie- 
ty about the weakness of Israeli 
propaganda in countering Arab and 
pro-Arab propaganda, but we hardly 
touched on this subject. 

My own contribution sprang from 
my experience in the U.N. where I 
had been the United Kingdom 
delegate in the Human Rights Com- 
mittee for five sessions. There, the 
political alignments and voting 
acrobatics came as a revelation to 
me — 10 years ago. I soon realized 
that the emergence of the Afro-Asian 
Soviet bloc ensured for the Third 
World a perennial majority in the 
General Assembly. 

On my return to the Human Rights 
Committee last year, after an 
absence of six years, 1 found that this 
bloc had been enlarged by the 
allegiance of most Latin-American 
countries and others.: The Human 
Rights Committee had turned into 


what I called a “clockwork com- 
mittee," and consensus had, to my 
mind, become a sick joke. 

Following upon the oil crisis and 
after Arafat was accorded star bill- 
ing in the General Assembly, many 
of us knew that after the attempt to 
expel South Africa from the U.N., a 
similar attempt would be made 
against Israel. 

What is sinister about this resolu- 
tion linking Zionism with apartheid 
is that, despite all the denials and 
prorestations of innocence, anti- 
Semitism is being telescoped into the 
anti-Israeli arguments. This is the 
age-old political scapegoat tactic. 
for the cover up of abuses of human 
rights that exist in their own coun- 
tri 


ies. 

This is the challenge for countries 
where democratic institutions 
flourish, the challenge to recognise 
and fight any U.N. resolution in 
which anti-Semitism, in any guise or 
form. once again raisea its ugly 
head. 

And these were some of the 
questions we attem) to answer 
against the background of the U.N. 
Zionist resolution.

True, there have been signifi- 
cant acts of co-existence: the 
“open bridges" policy, the low 
military profile in the ad- 
ministered territories, almost 
complete freedom of movement, 
the establishment of trade un- 
ions, and the municipal elections 
of 1971 in the West Bank.

Palestinian, whether he reside in 
Nablus, Ramallah, Hebron or 
Gaza; that the majority follow 
the official PLO line which 
refuses to recognize Israel; that 
the minority are King Hussein's 
henchmen but have no authority 
to speak on his hehalf. Thus, it is 
argued, there is no faction which 
could lead any Arab community 
into a dialogue with Israel. 
However. it has not yet been 
shown that a less frozen Israeli 
policy would not have a thawing 
effect on the Palestinians too. 


STOP THE
